NEW DESIGN LAW PROPOSED. 


N JANUARY 12 Congressman Oldfield, chairman of the 
House committee on patents, introduced a new Design 
Registration Bill in the House of Representatives. The 

same bill was introduced into the Senate on the same day by 
Senator James, chairman of the Senate committee on patents. This 
bill was drawn by the general counsellor of the National Design 
Registration League, with the assistance of other able lawyers of 
Washington, New York and Boston. It has also been approved 
by the commissioner of patents, the register of copyrights, and 
several members of congress 

The bill extends protection for design property to citizens of 
the United States and citizens of such foreign countries as have 
provided for reciprocal rights for citizens of the United States 
Other features of the law may be summarized as follows 

“Design” is defined as meaning either the pattern, shape, form, 
esthetic or artistic appearance or ornamentation, or the union of 
any two or more of these features embodied in or applied to a 
manufactured product 

The purpose of the law is not to protect the configuration or 
ornamentation merely, but to protect the manufactured article 
embodying the design or having the design applied thereto. In 
other words, a design as applied to or embodied in a stove, might 
be found capable of being adapted to a product in some other art; 
as, for example, in a sugar bowl or a piece of glassware. The 
theory of the bill is that the design of the sugar bowl, or the design 
of the piece of glassware embodying the particular ornamentation 
or configuration is new and registerable, notwithstanding the pre- 
vious application of the design to the stove, and that the previous 
registration of the design of the stove would not prevent a valid 
registration for the sugar bowl or the piece of glassware having a 


similar ornamentation or configuration embodied therein, or applied 


thereto 

Certificates of registration are granted and issued as a matter 
of course, no examination except as to matters of form being 
required 

Registrations are granted tor different terms ind fees \ 
three year registration being issued for $1] en vears for $10; and 


twenty vears for $30 

Under the section providing the defenses, it will be sufficient 
to defeat the charge of infringement of a registration by showing 
that the design was old, embodied in the particular product at 
the time it was registered to the com lainant, or that the design 
was not new and original as embodied in the product at the time 
of the registration The question of validity and all other ques- 
tions effecting rights are thrown entirely into the Courts and 
applications for registration cannot be held up pending the deter- 


mination of such rights

One of the highest class engravers in the 
country, a friend of the writer, told an 1 
stance which happened to himself pet 
sonally It was brought about by his 
own curiosity to test the efficacy of high 
grade stationery. He discovered one day 
during the second administration of Presi 
dent Roosevelt that his own birthday and 
that of the President happened to fall upon 
the same day of the month. Selecting his 
best letterhead he wrote to the President 
a freakish letter, bringing out the fact that 
both birthdays fell on the same date. Very 
soon he received a humorous reply in the 
President's own hand, which he immediately 
framed and hung in his den. “If,” said the 
engraver, “I had sent that letter out on 
foolscap paper without character or quality 
it would most certainly have gone into the 
waste basket. The President would have 
said, and would have been justified in say 
ing, “There’s another crank who is writing 
me foolish letters.” Seeing the evidet 
refinement in the Stationery and noting its 
artistic quality, the President no doubt 
once said to himself, ‘Here a business 
man who is bent on having a little fun He 
must be a high-grade fellow, and it is 
while to chance a reply 

\ friend of this same engraver follow 
the fad of collecting autographs from fa 
mous people. He started by writing his 
letters upon very ordinary stationery wi 
out character or individuality, and he won 
dered why he received no answers. None 
of the people to whom he wrote paid any 
attention to his letters. The collector was 
a person of some means and followed the 
pastime as a fad. The engraver said finally 
“Blank, let me get you up a letterhead

It is said 
that on German cards of half a century ago 
the Germans constantly used hearts, bells, 
leaves and acorns to distinguish their suits 
It appears, therefore, from the foregoing 
that, while we see the swords and the money 
of the Hindustani packs on the tarots of 
southern Europe, we have the Indian bell 
on the tarots and even on the more modern 
playing cards of Germany. The sword, 
money and bell are alike oriental emblems 
In the East the bell is one of the insignia 
of rank and magnificence. The Hindus 
deck their idols with bells and ornament the 
dresses of their dancing girls with them 
Chey are mentioned, too, in the Bible, where 
Aaron was enjoined to wear golden bells 
on his sacerdotal garments Since we 
know that the bell was early a mark of dis 
tinction and an emblem of dignity, how 
comes it in later years that it was the em 
blem of the fool, and that kings’ jesters 
were always equipped with cap and bells: 
We find that the fou of the old tarots is 
a jester, and he, too, is fitted out with the 
cap and bells of his calling. But when we 
turn to the far East again we find that the 
fool or person who is half-witted or in- 
sane was regarded with reverence and wor 
shipped as partly divine on account of his 
affliction. In those lands imbeciles bore a 
sacred character. The fool of our medieval 
courts was the representative of an Asiatic 
idea, and the fou of these cards, for in 
stance, had a mode of action all his own, 
just as the fou of ancient chess, or the 
bishop of modern chess, has-his oblique and 
peculiar move 

Various authors have assigned the origin 
of cards to fanciful sources. One says that 
Palamedes discovered card games in the 
Grecian camp before the walls of Troy 

It is said that before reaching France 
cards must have been introduced from the 
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South through Italy or Spain, or else 
through the Germanic territories from the 
East The Italians, Spaniards and Ger- 
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mans have all possessed the knowledge «

The Commercial Stationery Store of Two and a Halt 
Decades Ago Compared with the Store of Today. 


F ANY man believes that the march of 
events has not brought about great 
changes in the commercial stationery 
business, these changes being reflected in 
all businesses, let him cast his mind back 
to twenty-five, or even twenty years ago, 
and try to recall what things he handled 
then which are now practically obsolete, 
and what things he handles now which were 
unknown in that day. One of the best 
known stationers in the country was asked 
the other day. “What did you handle 
twenty-five years ago that you do not han- 
dle now?” He picked up his catalogue and 
going through it page by page, picked out a 
few of the lines which are new, and by the 
aid of association recalled many things 
which are now practically unknown in the 
stationery store. He said in substance: 
“Twenty-five years ago we did not have 
any loose leaf ledgers. We used day books 
for entering charges. Today we use loose 
leaf order blanks. Formerly all invoices 
were posted in invoice books, but today all 
up-to-date firms use the voucher system. 
We formerly used tight bound freight re- 
ceipt books, and when we lost a book we 
lost all the receipts for shipments contained 
in that book. Today our teamsters take 
only the receipts for the shipments they 
have with them on one load, and turn them 
in when they return for another load 
These receipts are filed in a loose leaf 
binder. Years ago a six-column book was a 
rarity; today we have books containing 
from two columns to two hundred columns 
as many, in fact, as customers desire. The 
sale of the full bound medium and demy 
ledgers and journals has given way to the 
progress of the loose leaf system. Com 
paratively few of the full bound account 
books of the old style are sold when one 
takes into consideration the entire volume 
of the business. Everything is tending to 
loose leaf. The old style check book has 
almost been displaced by the voucher sys 
tem and loose leaf checks, in connection with 
the check register. Twenty-five years ago 
all memorandum books sold, and all price 
books, were of the tight bound variety. To 
day almost everyone wants loose leaf 
“The day of the copy book is over for 
most commercial lines. People use carbon 
paper and second sheets where formerly 
they used copying books and copying 
presses An up-to-date stationery store 
twenty-five years ago usually showed a line 
of copying presses and stands down the 
center of the store, but today we carry only 


one or two styles of copying presses, and 


if there is a demand for others we take 
orders to be shipped from the factory 

“Tight bound ledger indexes no longet 
are in demand. Similar books in loose leaf 
are what is wanted. The use of loose leat 
and the enormous increase in commercial 
correspondence through the use of the type- 
writer has created a big volume of business 
in all kinds of carbon paper—a volume enor- 
mously greater in this class of goods than 
that of twenty-five years ago. Then the 
typewriter was a comparative novelty, since 
many firms got along without any writing 
machines, and copying inks and copying 
books were the order of the day, for there 
was no other practical way of maintaining 
a consecutive record of correspondence 

“Twenty-five years ago fountain pens 
were not known, or, if known, were very 
little sold. We used gold pens instead of 
fountain pens, and commercial correspond- 
ents, bookkeepers, and the general run of 
people used steel pens for their daily work. 
Notwithstanding the fact that everyone 
used steel pens more or less twenty-five 
years ago, the stationer of that day handled 
only about half a dozen lines. Today he 
carries many times that number, and seems 
at that never to have the pen his customer 
wants. This is evidence of the fact that 
just as many people use pens as formerly. 

“Twenty-five years ago we had the old 
style glass ink stands, which had to be 
washed out at least twice a week or we were 
writing with mud instead of ink. Now we 
have the automatic ink stands which we fill 
once a month, and have clean, fresh ink all 
the time 

“Twenty-five years ago a check that was 
protected with a patent check protector was 
a novelty; such things were only used by 
banks. Today every up-to-date firm pro- 
tects its checks 

[wenty-five years ago each firm had one

EXPERT. 


Joe Wood of Seattle, Wash., is said to be 
the first blind man to find regular employ 
ment in a commercial office on typewriting 
and accounting work. Mr. Wood has not 
seen ray of light since he was seven years 
old. Yet in spite of this handicap he has, 
by unremitting toil and patient-effort, fitted 
himself for a career of usefulness. 

Wood was born in Lead City, S. D., in 
189] When two years old he fell on a 
board and lose the sight. of his right eye 
Several years later the sight of the other 
eye was destroyed through sympathetic in- 
fection At the age of eleven he entered the 
State School for the Blind at Gary, in his 
home state. 

After six years of schooling in the South 
Dakota State School for the Blind, followed 
by a short period of outdoor life on a hay 
ranch, Mr. Wood entered a business college 
at Seattle, Wash., where he took the typist 
course He soon became proficient as a 


typewriter operator, in which capacity he

found employment in a court reporter's 
fice transcribing notes. Very soon, how 
ever, he began to feel the need of a broader 
education, and he accordingly decided to 
enter high school Confronted at every 
step by staggering odds, he gamely fought 
his way through with the help of his in 
structors and associates, and graduat: 
from the Lincoln High School, Seattl 
June, 1912

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THE EDISON PHONOGRAPH AS A STATIONERY SALESMAN 
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HIS is the true story of a retail 

dealer who yoked brains and im 

agination in double harness to draw 
an extra-profit load. 

Out in Ouray, Colorado, Charles Rey- 
nolds runs a retail stationery store. Other 
fancy lines are also carried, but stationery 
is the main stock in trade. Like most 
western mining towns, Ouray is subject to 
sudden booms and equally unexpected re 
lapses. The demand for stationery shares 
this fluctuation in the general prosperity 

Only a few months ago the business men 
of Ouray faced one of these temporary 
backsets after a fall of quite brisk buying 
The weather, the new tariff, the currency 
bill and the coal strike, all shared the 
blame for the temporary indisposition in 
trade. But to the merchant the pressing 
question was not one of causes, but of the 
remedy 

Here was where brains and imagination 
hitched up together 

When business is poor, stationery sales 
are quick to catch the contagion Che 
Ouray stationer found his dropping as 
steadily as the January thermometer 
Being a philosopher, he calmly proceeded 
to push other lines. Among these hap 
pened to be the latest model of the Edison 
phonograph, with a considerable “library” 
of new musical records. 

In a period of business quiet the demand 
for records by phonograph owners was 
very lively. One day, just after disposing 
of a good-sized order, Mr. Reynolds had 
his inspiration. Half a dozen buyers were 
waiting to be served. Before attending 
to them, however, he casually turned to 
the exhibition “Edison,” slipped on a lively 
march and released the lever 

Then, as the music started, he hurried 
to wait on the customers. The rest of the 
story can best be told in Mr. Reynolds’ 
own words: 

“Those next few sales were the easiest 
I had made in weeks. People laughed and 
joked about the music, but it livened up 
their spirits and loosened their purse 
strings all the same. Several bought sta 
tionery. All stayed an extra fifteen min 
utes to hear more music. That, too, meant 
more sales. 

“That was the beginning of my experi 
ence with the Edison phonograph as a sta 
tionery salesman. The next day I fea- 
tured stationery, both in my advertising 
and the show window. I didn’t advertise 
the phonograph unusually; it was advertis 
ing itself. Off and on, we have played it 
steadily every day ever since. It was a 
great study in psychology for a time to 
fit the proper tune to the proper buyer 
The ordinary grouch, of course, had to be

loosened up, so we played for him the 
sort of lively march or comic song to 
make a man forget his troubles. Now and 
then someone would come in_ suffering 
from a slight over-pressure of the enthu- 
siasm—the altitude, Coloradans charitably 
call it. He was simply too bursting full of 
his own affairs to give the proper attention 
to buying So we would calm him into 
the purchasing mood with grand opera or 
“Rocked in the Cradle of the Deep.” 
“Allowing for people who didn’t care for 


music—and we soon learned to distinguish 
them in time—the plan worked well. As 
business in all lines grew better, we still 
employed it The Edison phonograph is 


today the best salesman in my store, for 
only sells itself, but everything else i 
sight.’ 
* * > 


It is quite likely that the above exper 
ence is far from unique among Edison deal 
ers The power of music in influencing 
that subtle good humor and receptiveness 
which precede a sale has long been recog 
nized in other fields of business. The thea 
tre orchestra is not merely a question ot 
art, but also a widely recognized safety 
valve for the emotions of pit and balcony 
Stirring melodies help the restaurant chet 
ippease the digestion of the chronic diner 


put. The use of music in political conve: 
ions, Open-air concerts and among _ the 
sick follows the same psychic law. To 


get a man’s attention for any purpose you 
must first please him Music is the un: 
versal solvent of the negative emotions in 
human nature 

The peculiar interest of the Ouray ex 
periment to the readers of “Office Appl 
ances” lies in its adaptation to the statior 
ery business. Selling stationery is com 
monly regarded, especially by stationers, 
as about the most prosaic business on 
earth. At first thought, mixing music with 
stationery sales may appear about as con 
gruous as mixing whiskey and water or 
printing tracts in a distillery. But this, of 
course, is only from lack of imagination 
Human nature buying stationery is funda 
mentally quite the same as human naturs 
buying anything else. The personal equa- 
tion, here as elsewhere, cashes in decisive 
ly. Good cheer, courtesy, kindness, con- 
sideration, all the warmer human emotions, 
have their indispensable value. 

Now, of all human arts, music best ex- 
pands and arouses those emotions. Catch 
him early enough, it is safe to say that 
any musician could be trained into a capa 
ble salesman. It is not temperament, but 
the glamor of success which in later life 
sometimes narrows and hardens the great 
composer or singer into an ingrowing in- 


dividualisn Mechanical music knows 

A sizeable stock of re 
ords, a good phonograph and the knack of 
swiftly judging situation or personality

are all a dealer needs to utilize

Inasmuch as stationery readily combines

life
